On Tuesday evening a numerous and re- 
spec table gaiheiing of the members of this 
new literary and social institute took place 
in tbe lecture-room of the Royal Institution, 
to hear a lecture by Mr. Emerson, the 
American essayist. He began by somij 
quaint remarks on the scarcity of good books. 
There were, he said, in the King's library, 
at Paris. 400,000 volumes, and as many 
manuscripts. One could not behold them, 
ha said, without a sigh. Colleges furnished 
us with no professor of books, and yet he 
thought there was no chair so much wanted. 
The best way to read to profit was to fol- 
low a method suggested by nature within, 
not a mechanical one, which calculated so 
many hours to a certain number of pages. 
The aim of a student should be, instead of 
seeking a miscellany, lo read thai which he 
loved best, ami not waste his time upon me- 
diocrity. Pet haps, he added, the human 
mind would be a gainer if all secondary 
writings were lost. Nature was always 
clarifying her water and wina, and no fil- 
tering could be so perfect. She did the 
same thing by books aa by gases snd plant*, 
there was always selection going on from 
selection: nothing could be preserved which 
I was not good. All books which got into 
1 the vital air of the world were written by 
the successful class, by the unfurling and 
advancing class, who utter what they hear 
from thousands, and what tens of thousands 
feel hut cannot express. Mr. Emerson ad- 
vised his hearers to "shun the spawn of the 
press on the gawp and garbage of the hour;" 
if they would transfer the time they spent in 
the columns of the newspaper to the vol- 
umes at home, a few months would suffice 
for an examination of all the great. British 
authors. Theie were three practical rules 
which he wished to give 1st, never to read 
a book which is not a year old; gd, never 
to lead anything but famed books; 3rd, to 
nothing but what the reader liked, for,- 
e. had said, "no profit goes 
is no pleasure Is'en. " Of the old 
Greek writers there were five. Mi. Emerson 
said, whose writings we could not spare— 
Homer, Herodotus, Eschyius, Plato, and 
Plutarch. He himself always read books 
in the translation, when a translation could 
be had; and he believed what waa truly valu- 
able would beai to be translated. He 
ed out tl.c authors, ancient 
whom he would especially recommend, and 
classed amongst books of reference Burtons
